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A Long Time Ago...

It was only one year ago this 
week when I was sitting in this of- 
fice trying to figure out exactly what 
to do with the first paperof the year. 
As myself and my small staff 
looked over what wc thought was 
the finished product of the first is- 
sue of Lambda for the year, some- 
thing happened. We looked upon 
the first issue with pride and wc 
were happy with what we saw. 
Then all hell broke loose. 

We turned on the television 
sets and the radio and less than 10 
hours from the spot where we were 
sitting lives were being destroyed. 
Many times we sat in this office 
looking at pictures of death and de- 
struction on television not really 
thinking twice about it. We saw the 
wars overseas and the death that 
come of it, but it wasn't until it hap- 
pened here in on our own continent 
that we stopped production and 
started to rebuild the paper. 

September 1 1 , 2001 was the 
day I had to make the choice of how 
to proceed with the paper. Do wc 
let the story of the century sit for a 
week or do wc cover it as best we 
can in a student paper? Some 
wanted to just go on without a sec- 
ond thought, and some others 
wanted full coverage. I myself 
walked to class that day, listening 
to what people were saying. 

Many people were under the 
impression that it was all of north 
America that was under attack... 



and in a sense it was. Some people 
sat silent in front of the television just 
watching the mayhem and destruc- 
tion. I spoke with professors and 
with students along the way. I 
stopped to get everyone's opinion on 
what was happening and the thing I 
noticed was that no one went unaf- 
fected by the events of September 
11*. 

Wc printed the issue that day 
with a picture of the Empire State 
Building on the cover. The picture 
was beautiful. It was shot masterfully 
and showed the New York City Sky- 
line in it's glory... except for one 
thing. In the background the Twin 
Towers of the World Trade Centre 
were smoking. 

It was a hard picture to look 
at once it sunk in that the picture was 
not really of two towers destroyed, 
but of thousands of people effected, 
injured and dead. I look at the pic- 
ture every day as it hangs above the 
desk I work at and it reminds me of 
so many things. Sometimes I look at 
it for the beauty of the skyline. 
Sometimes I look at it for the may- 
hem that it caused. Sometimes I look 
at it for inspiration, as a sign that no 
matter what, the human race will go 
on. And sometimes I just look at it 
and let my thoughts carry me away. 

It has now been a year. The 
world has moved on in so many dif- 
ferent ways, but the September II* 
attacks will never be forgotten or ig- 
nored. If you turn on television, ra- 
dio or even open a publication you 



will see some type of reminder of 
what has happened. Television tugs 
at our hearts with stories of the men 
and women that lost fathers and 
mothers, husbands and wives, broth- 
ers and sisters, friends and co-work- 
ers. Everywhere you turn they have 
moved back to the footage of the 
planes smashing into the buildings, 
as if we haven't seen it enough. 

I still can't watch the footage 
without being affected and to me, 
that's a good thing. I do not want to 
be so immune to emotion that I can 
actually sit and watch thousands of 
people die. I watched it live, right 
there in living color on my television, 
but it really hadn't sunk in exactly 
what I was watching. 

For months the Twin towers 
became a taboo sight. They tried to 
block it from every movie and tel- 
evision show. They removed it from 
pictures and posters and New York 
advertising centered on other attrac- 
tions. People acted like the towers 
never existed. The country was in 
denial and it was to be expected. 

Now, one year later, people 
are collecting memorabilia of the 
World Trade Centre. My girlfriend 
sent me a postcard from New York 
this summer that showed Manhattan 
in all it's glory, pre-9/ 1 1 . One of the 
best selling prints at Ikea is that of 
the World Trade Centre at night. Peo- 
ple are remembering in a different 
way now. 

When September 1 1* comes 
again this year, people will be grief 



stricken, but they will also be able 
to hold their heads up high. The 
tragic event that happened one year 
ago has now brought not just the 
United States, but many other coun- 
tries together and made them 
stronger. People know that it was 
just one horrific day in their lives 
that they will never forget, but they 
will goon. 

I look up at the cover of last 
year's Lambda as I finish this and 
all I can think is that in that one pic- 
ture, millions of people's lives 
changed instantly. We will never 
be the same as wc were on Septem- 
ber 10, whether we lost someone in 
the buildings, knew someone who 
lost a family member or just 
watched the destruction happen. 
Our lives were changed forever. We 
can never be the same people that 
woke up on September I0' h and 
kissed our significant other, or fed 
our pets, or met a friend for break- 
fast. We have been affected in many 
ways, and in many ways we will 
never be the same again. Wc will 
be stronger. . .

The second you walk into this 
movie and the beginning credits be- 
gin to roll, you know that you are in 
for a cinematic masterpiece. Some 
may not sec M. Night ShyamalarTs 
Signs as the masterpiece that it truly 
is. but you have to look at the movie 
for all the aspects it contains; story, 
acting, presentation and effect. 

The story is a very simple one 
on paper, but it is the presentation of 
the story that makes this movie so 
good. The story follows the trail of 
events that happen after Father 
Graham Hess (Mel Gibson) awakes 
to find his children in the family's 
corn field, in the middle of a crop 
circle. Immediately he blames the 
local hooligans of messing with 
them, but then strange occurrences 
begin to happen. As his children 
Morgan and Bo (Rory Gulkin and 
Abigail Breslin) begin to lean more 
and more about alien attacks and ab- 
ductions, and his brother Merrill 
(Joaquin Phoenix) becomes ob- 
sessed with the news on television 
about apparent alien sightings, Father 
Graham has to come to terms with 
his beliefs, which have already been 
shattered by the untimely death of his 
wife in a car accident. 

As animals turn on their own- 
ers in defense of the unknown, as 
people begin to see what no one will 
admit is there, and as creatures seem 
to run in and out of people's side-vi- 
sion, the apparent alien attack is upon 



the earth... but no one knows for 
sure. 

The thing that makes this 
movie great is the fact that the story 
and the fear is left up to the imagina- 
tion and fears that each and every 
person in the theatre has. The audi- 
ence only sees what the characters 
sec and only knows what the charac- 
ters know. There is no cuts to any- 
thing other than what is happening 
currently, or flashbacks to the day of 
Graham's wife's death. You must go 
through all the emotions and fears 
of the characters to get to the end 
just like they do. 

The first time I saw this 
movie, the very second the opening 
credits roll I was reminded of my 
favorite director, Alfred Hitchcock. 
The music and the mood from the 
very beginning was so Hitchcock that 
I was hooked. Just like Hitchcock, 
the movie does not play out every- 
thing you need to know, but it makes 
you become a character in the mid- 
dle of the action, going through the 
same emotions as the characters. 
Hitchcock movies always based their 
stories on the unknown, and this 
movie is based completely on the fear 
of the unknown. 

Mel Gibson to me has always 
been a very one dimensional charac- 
ter. Every movie he plays he is stuck 
in the same roll of the warrior who 
must overcome a nation to save him- 
self and his family. Hell, he has al- 
ready played Braveheart three times 
now (Braveheart, The Patriot and We

Were Soldiers), but in this movie he 
shows a new depth to his character 
of real human emotion. He must 
meld together his love for his chil- 
dren, the sorrow of losing his wife, 
the fear of death and the destruction 
of his family, and the strength to save 
and lead them through the unknown. 
To me this is one of Gibson's better 
performances. 

Joaquin Phoenix also pulls 
off an amazing performance as 
Merrill, the tough, sporty younger 
brother who has no real ambition in 
life other than causing fights. He 
plays a perfect opposite to Gibson's 
character as Graham is very passive, 
and Merrill is very in your face. 
While Graham wants to call the po- 
lice on the hooligans that he believes 
is messing with his crops, Merrill is 
ready to kick ass and take names later. 
Merrill acts before he thinks, which 
to me is a perfect roll for Joaquin as 
he seems like the bully in many of 
his rolls. 

The children, Bo and Morgan 
help the story along as they are the 
only two who are more sensible about 
the whole alien invasion as they re- 
act to it with their childlike naivete 
and wonder. Morgan wants to learn 
as much as possible as Bo believes 
her dreams may come true, as well 
as having a very strange tick when it 
comes to drinking water. Abigail 
Breslin has not been in any other 
moves before this one. but is the cut- 
est little actress who makes you want 
to jump in to the screen to protect 
her from the unknown invaders. 

Rory Culkin (yes, a Culkin) 
finally proves to us that a Culkin can 
actually act well in a movie that does 
not have the words "Home' or 
'Alone' in it. He plays a child that is 
too smart for his own good and is 
really the rock that holds the family 
together. 

Writer and Director M. Night 
Shyamalan gets better and better by 
each movie he writes and directs, 
with signs as his crowning achieve- 
ment so far. With The Sixth Sense 
he played to the fears of everyone 
with a story of ghosts and the other 
side, then with Unbreakable he 
delved into the world of mythology 
and supcrhcrocs, and now in Signs 
he plays to the fears and raw human 
emotions. His stories arc about eve- 
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You Think the Corn is Bad... 
Wait till You See What They Did with the Sheep! 



ryday people who have to react and 
survive an extraordinary event. Un- 
like the first tow movies, there is no 
real twist or secret that you have to 
figure out. Instead, he never reveals 
until the end if there is an actual al- 
ien invasion or if it is in the minds of 
the characters and the audience that 
is watching. 

Movies today really never 
force you into the story as this one 
does. Instead of playing to the audi- 
ence, the movie plays with the audi- 
ence. A movie that makes you think, 
react and feel the emotions of the 
characters is unheard of in this day 
of teenage comedies and cheap hor- 
ror flicks that only make you jump 
because audiences only know that 
type of theatrical fear. Fear of a 
slasher is nothing like the fear of the 
unknown in Signs. 

This is the type of movie that 



I have told everyone to see. I have 
already seen it a few times in the thea- 
tre, watching the reactions of the 
crowds and the people with me as 
much as I watch the on screen action. 
Hollywood has finally come into it's 
own with new directors with new 
ideas to capture the audiences. Di- 
rectors like Kevin Smith, Baz 
Lauhrman and now M. Night 
Shyamalan have brought a new level 
to cinema. They bring a new style, 
but still hold the classic ways to heart 
creating masterpieces. 

Signs is the first of what will 
hopefully be a long line of Hitchcock 
style moves that make you jump and 
fear for the unknown as well as the 
characters you sec before you. Signs 
is a must sec for anyone who loves a 
good story and love to be scared to 
death. Signs, so far, is the best movie 
if the year. Don't miss it!

Singles: Original Motion 
Picture Soundtrack 

It's no secret that Cameron 
Crowe is one of the most 
knowledgeable people on earth when 
it comes to music. Whether you site 
his experience with Rolling Stone 
Magazine or the lyrics he wrote for 
the Almost Famous tunes, he knows 
music. That's why it is always a safe 
bet when you see a soundtrack come 
out for one of his films. For those of 
you that didn't know, Cameron 
always hand picks the songs for his 
soundtracks. Making it seem as 
though Cameron Crowe is making a 
mix tape for us all to hear. Or a 
burned cd for you youngsters out 
there. And yes, by youngsters I mean 
everyone younger than me, which 
just happens to be all of Laurentian. 
Except Mat. 

Anyways, down to the real 
meat of this meal that is the Singles 
soundtrack. The movie was released 
in 1992 and you know what that 
means. The revolution of music that 
is the Grunge era was in full swing. 
Given Cameron's love of the Seattle 
scene at that time, it's no surprise that 
the movie's backdrop was Seattle, 
and the music of the city was 
predominantly featured. 

When you look at the artists 
featured on this disc - and what 
they're contributing - you get the 
sense that this album was more of a 
project than a simple soundtrack. 
There's rare items - for the time - 
like a Solo acoustic song by Chris 
Cornell, an unbelievable Zeppelin 
cover by the Lovemongcrs and even 
songs that are over six minutes long. 
Not your usual radio fodder that 
litters most soundtracks these days. 

It's almost impossible to find 
a point to start talking about the 
actual music contained in this 
monolith of a record. Like a great 
piece of cheesecake, you just don't 
know where to begin. So lets go in 
the order that Cameron gives us. 

Track One: Would? 
By: Alice in Chains 

Other than Alice in Chains, 
One of the first success stories in the 
Seattle scene was the band Mother 
Love Bone, founded by future bassist 
and rhythm guitarist from Pearl Jam 
Jeff Anient anil Stone Gossard. The 
frontman of the band was a 
flamboyant performer by the name 
of Andy Wood. Wood was 
roommates with Chris Cornell for a 
while and unfortunately died of an 
ongoing heroin addiction. The 
reason I bring up Cornell is that if 
you have ever heard the lone album 
by Temple of the Dog, it was a tribute 
to Wood by Cornell. Each song 
written by Cornell in order to cope 
with the death of his good friend. 
Alice in Chains writer cxtraordinarc 



Jerry Cantrell wrote this song in 
homage of the fallen Seattle 
figurehead. With an obvious twist 
on Wood's name. Would? Is a song 
of questioning one's self on how 
much is too much. Cantrell, who at 
the time was a documented heroin 
user seems to have written this song 
as a concerned hand on the shoulder 
from one junkie to another. The 
mantra of a mistake that people can't 
understand is the backbone to this 
song's lyric. As well, the closing line 
makes the listener stop and realize 
that Cantrell is wrestling with the idea 
that the whole ordeal with Wood 
could be a reality check for himself. 

Track Two: Breath 
By: Pearl Jam 

This song was recorded 
during the "Ten" sessions with Rick 
Parashar, the song never fit with the 
feel of Ten, so the band were more 
than happy to have it released in 
something where it had a much nicer 
fit. This song is a simple vessel for 
Eddie's message that you need to go 
out into the world and experience as 
much as you can, because there's no 
telling when your time will come. 
For the time, this was a surprisingly 
upbeat song for Pearl Jam, filled with 
hope and a sense of purpose. The 
highlight of this song has to be the 
early experimentation of Eddie 
Vedder with his lyrics. You can really 
hear him putting messages in 
between the lines by the way he sings 
them, cutting off lines to evoke the 
feeling that something's been cut 
short. Nothing that will change the 
world in this song, but a very good 
and tight sounding song from a very 
young Pearl Jam. 

Track Three: Seasons 
By: Chris Cornell 

This track would have to be 
my personal favorite on the album, 
it might be my devotion to anything 
that Chris Cornell puts his name to, 
but this track really has to be heard 
tobe believed. Much like the Temple 
of the Dog project, Chris finds 
himself coping with the loss of his 
friend Andy Wood. This song puts 
the listener on a beach watching 
Chris laying amongst the sand and 
feathers at dawn, feeling lost and 
alone by the death of Wood. The 
song is very heartfelt and as a solo 
performance, is one of the better by 
Cornell. The fact that the song is sold 
and acoustic makes it a much heavier 
song emotionally, with the occasional 
hard riff coming in to remind the 
listener that pain and anguish go hand 
in hand with sorrow when it comes 
to the death of a loved one. 

Track Four: Dyslexic Heart 
By: Paul Westerberg 

Ever heard of the Gin 
Blossoms? This is the Seattle version 
with a bit more pop to it. It was a 
rarity, but there were pop songs 
coming out of Seattle at the same 
time as "Smells like teen Spirit" and 
"Alive". Minu you there is still that 
irreverent Seattle feel to the styling 
of Westerberg, but if you were to pin 
the title of pop music on any of the 
Seattle artists, it would definitely be 
Paul Westerberg. This song is a 
simple and catchy tunc about Paul's 
inability to understand women, with 



fun lyrics and a quick tempo, this 
song is quite good. If you like Seattle 
music, I'm not going to guarantee 
that you'll like Westerberg 's music, 
but it's a nice break from the intense 
lyrics that we find on 90% of this 
album. 

Track Five: Battle of Evermore 
By: The Lovemongers 

You read it correctly, a band 
daring enough to try and perform an 
accurate Zeppelin cover. Sure they 
picked a song with no rhythm 
section, so the immediate difficulty 
in matching John Paul Jones and John 
Bonham arc eliminated. But 
matching Page and Plant isn't exactly 
all that easy either. Well, if you trust 
me, then take my word for it on this 
one. The Lovemongers in this live 
recording taken off a soundboard 
perform quite possibly the best 
Zeppelin cover I have ever heard. 
The vocals are bang on and the guitar 
work is phenomenally close. If 
you're a Zeppelin fan, check this out. 
If you're not, check it out anyway 
because this song is a classic. No 
doubt Crowe got a kick out of this 
seeing as how he's a huge Zeppelin 
fan.

"Chloe Dancer". Many felt that this 
was the heart of the song, and a 
perfect introduction to the Crown of 
Thorns portion. Crowe was one of 
these people, seeing as how Mother 
Love Bone was touted as being the 
first big thing out of Seattle, it seemed 
a perfect fit for this soundtrack. This 
song is a staggering eight minutes in 
length but doesn't feel long at all. 
The song intros with "Chloe Dancer" 
and Wood remembering a girl he 
once knew, this leads into "Crown of 
Thorns", which is the lament of a 
man who thinks he will never find 
true love as he finds himself jumping 
from woman to woman and bed to 
bed. This song is on par with tunes 
such as "November Rain" , it is a 
quintessential power-ballad, and is 
well worth hearing if you haven't 
already. 

Track Seven: Birth Ritual 
By: Soundgarden 

This song is classic 
Soundgarden. Reminiscent of the 
style in "Badmotorfingcr" it's a 
heavy tunc with that unmistakable 
Cornell scream. It's a song that deals 
again with the drug issue that so 
many of the Seattle musicians had to 
confront at one time or another. The 
song reveals how Cornell feels that 
with every birth, will inevitably lead 
into some sort of addiction. His 
concern over the downward spiral 
that is the drug problem of the world 
comes shining through with the 
power of his voice and strength of 
the song. A very intense song, that 
reflects the state of affairs at that time 
in the United States. 

Track Eight: State of Love and 
Trust By: Pearl Jam 

The second contribution by 
Pearl Jam on this soundtrack, and for 



Mudhoney, whom many 
considered at one time to be the next 
big thing in Grunge music refused to 
embrace being thrown into the 
spotlight, and as a result have and still 
remain one of the legendary indie- 
rock bands. This refusal to be fodder 
for the media machine that wanted 
more and more grunge is reflected in 
this song. The song, a biting 
commentary on how they hate the 
fact that bands arc becoming famous 
because of where they are from as 
opposed to what they sound like. The 
song berates fans who arc 
bandwagon hopping and even bands 
who play up to the image that the 
media creates for "Grunge". The 
moral of the song being that the 
members of Mudhoney will never 
compromise their views, and 
therefore can be happy with the 
career they make for themselves. 

Track Ten: Waiting for Somebody 
By: Paul Westerberg 

Another offering from 
Westerberg for the soundtrack, and 
just as pop as the last offering. It's 
one of the harder sounds to really 
explain on this album simply because 
it is essentially a pop song but it has 
enough of a hard edge to it that you 
don't consider it to be throw-away. 
This song, much like the others is 
about finding that love you've been 
waiting your whole life for. A Nice 
little ditty that has something for 
everybody. 

Track Eleven: May This be Love 
By: Jimi Hendrix 

How can you go wrong with 
Jimi on the Soundtrack? Now I 
haven't seen the movie in a very long 
time, so I can't really remember 
where this song conies in. But I'm 
pretty sure that Jimi isn't grunge. A 
type of song that Jimi wasn't really 
renowned for in his time, a slow 
ballad with sonic psychadclic 
undertones thrown in.

Track Twelve: Nearly Lost You 
By: Screaming Trees

great song in them. This just happens 
to be it by Screaming Trees. A catchy 
song that deals with staying in a 
relationship with a loved one, even 
though sometimes that might not be 
the best thing to do. The lyric deals 
more poetically with the blindness 
that the main character deals with in 
regards to his relationship. He 
doesn't notice the problems between 
them and thus finds it hard when 
things look like they might be over, 
even if that may be better for him. 

Track Thirteen: Drown 
By: Smashing Pumpkins 

A great studio example of 
what the Smashing Pumpkins arc like 
in a live environment.

At a whopping eight 
minutes, this journey of a song truly 
invites the listener into an emotional 
experience. The song gives off the 
mood that frontman Billy Corgan 
feels within the lyrics.
